Effects of contract passage 
look grim for Utah citizens

Calling for citizens to discount the 
headlines and look to the fine print, 
Utah Democrats have placed the 
Republicans’ “Contract With 
America” under strict scrutiny in an 
attempt to learn what its passage will 
mean for Utah.citizens. 

Dave Jones, executive director of 
the Utah Democrats, said the people 
of Utah will pay a high cost for the 
measures that the Republican-domi- 
nated Congress has passed during 
the course of the first 100 days of the 
current Congressional session. 

“Today, 100 days later, the 
Republicans are telling us the con- 
tract has been executed and every- 
thing’s hunky-dory,” said Jones in a 
press conference Friday. “But the 
problem is, things aren’t hunky-dory. 
Not in America, and not in Utah.” 

Jones claims the contract will mean 
great losses in education, housing, 
children’s school lunches and law 
enforcement programs. 

When asked what area would be 
hardest hit by the Republican 
reforms, Jones said he is unsure of 
who will suffer most, but he said stu- 
dents will be the recipient of a large 
portion of the financial burdens 
brought about by the contract. 

“There is no question that students 
are going to be one of the major vic- 
tims of the ‘contract on America,’” 
said Jones in an interview Tuesday. 


“I am already concerned that stu- 
dents have to go into debt to the 
degree that they do-to get through a 
four-year program these days.” 

Jones said that ‘according to a U.S. 
Department of Education report, 
35,375 students will pay more for , 
their student loans as a result of the 
measures passed under the 
Republicans’ contract. 

The increase in costs, according to 
Jones, will come because of the cuts 
in federal subsidies for Stafford 
Loans and a decreased access to such 
programs. 

Losses in education dollars will 
also hurt elementary and secondary 
school students, Jones said. As an 
example, Jones cited the funding 
cuts for drug-free school programs. 
He said that according to a report 
issued by the U.S. Department of 
Education, 38 Utah school districts 
will lose the money that was former- 
ly allocated for such programs. 

Utah children will also lose out in 
the form of decreased access to 
school-lunch programs. According to 
a Tepont wssued ‘by ithe. U.S. 
Department of Agriculture’s Food 
and Consumer Services Division, 
236,264 Utah children will be direct- 
ly affected by the loss in federal sub- 
sidies for lunch programs. 

As many as 36,868 lower income 
families and senior citizens will lose 
the money they formerly received 
from the government for heating 
assistance during winter months.

NFL drills, tests 
improve chances 


for BYU rusher

Jamal Willis is approaching the 
upcoming NFL draft on April 22-23 
with the same self-effacing style that 
was the trademark of his record- 
breaking rushing career at BYU — a 
style that has grabbed the attention of 
NFL scouts. 

Willis has not received the hype and 
fanfare that his running back contem- 
poraries at other schools have 
received, but he has more than held 
his own in the drills and tests 
designed to evaluate prospective tal- 
ent at the NFL combines Feb. 9-13 in 
Indianapolis. 

At the combines, more than 300 of 
the best college seniors gather to be 
poked and prodded by NFL scouts. 
They go through everything from 
physicals to skills tests to aptitude 
tests for three days. In those crucial 
three days, a player can either greatly 
improve his stock, or see his stock 
plummet. 

Willis’ stock went up. 

He was among the 28 running backs 
invited to the combines. He joined the 
likes of Tyrone Wheatley, Napolean 
Kauffman, Ki-Jana Carter and 
Rashaan Salaam in various skill tests, 
including the important 40-yard dash.

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DePaul students protest perceived racism

Lawmakers question job vacancies, funding 


SALT LAKE CITY — Utah lawmakers are wondering why more than 450 
state jobs approved by the Utah Legislature remained empty for much of last 
yeqr. 

“What’s going on?” asked House Budget Chairman Marty Stephens, R-Farr 
West. “Are department directors taking the salaries of these (unhired) workers 
and spending them on other things?” 

Gharlie Johnson, Gov. Mike Leavitt’s chief of staff, said, one, some positions 
take longer to fill than other positions. “Then there’s the question of *autho- 
rized’ but unfunded positions,” says Johnson. In an undetermined number of 
instances, legislators give a department head the go-ahead to hire, say, five 
employees but only give money for three. Two “authorized” positions will 
remain unstaffed until lawmakers give the money, he said.

— One month before graduation, a Yale senior has 
betn expelled and charged with larceny for allegedly falsifying his admission 
application.

Once at Yale, he received more than $41,000 in grants from the university 
and federal aid programs, the arrest affidavit said. He also received nearly 
$20,000 in loans.

WASHINGTON — You can read it, debate it, watch Republicans praise it 
and Democrats trash it. And now, the GOP “Contract With America” can be 
worn as underpants by a small number of Americans. 

Yes, they’re here: artist-created, limited edition “Contract With America” 
underwear for men and women. 

The 10 main points of the GOP’s 1994 campaign agenda are on the back of 
the cotton briefs. On the front: a handmade, silk-screened picture of House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich, R-Ga. 

The artists were not trying to be complimentary. 

“There is a personal threat here to our personal lives and liberties, to repro- 
ductiye rights and sexual orientation,” said Marshall Reese, 39, who created the 
underwear with fellow artist Nora Ligorano. “So we thought, let’s make a real- 
ly ridiculous, absurd product.” 

“We feel they’re trying to censor us, in a way,” said Ligorano, 38. “The con- 
ract is a very serious issue. You sit on the contract. It is a metaphor.” 

Reese and Ligorano, both of Brooklyn; N-Y., had 120 pair silk-screened and 
enclosed a card numbering each one. Ten pair, run off as tests before the signed 
copies, were sent to selected politicians, including Gingrich and President 
Clinton.

Provo annually measures accidents 
and congestion at major intersections 
in the city and decides where action is 
most needed and which measures will 
be most effective and affordable, 
Sears said. Improving driving condi- 
tions is an ongoing process.

No rise in U.S. prices for first time in months

WASHINGTON — The cost of 
energy and food fell at the wholesale 
level in March, giving the country its 
best news on prices in five months 
and suggesting the economy was still 
on the Federal Reserve’s glide path 
for a “soft landing.” 

The Labor Department reported that 
its Producer Price Index, after posting 
worrisome gains of 0.3 percent in 
both January and February, showed 
no increase at all in March, as the 
price of gasoline, autos and women’s 
clothing dropped. 

Financial markets. initially rallied on 
the news with economists taking heart 
from the fact that the steep slide in the 
dollar has so far failed to show up in 
higher prices. 

But the gains melted away later in 
the day after remarks by Federal 
Reserve board member Janet Yellen 
called into question the market’s view 
that the Federal Reserve is through 
raising interest rates. 

Federal Reserve Chairman Alan 
Greenspan, speaking to a gathering of 
central bank officials in Stockholm, 
hailed the “dramatic slowdown in the 
rate of price inflation on a worldwide 
basis” while emphasizing that “it is 
important that this progress continue.” 

Not all economists are convinced 
that Greenspan and his colleagues 
have succeeded in avoiding a reces- 
sion in their campaign against infla- 
tion. 

Analysts noted that prices fell 0.4 
percent for passenger cars, the biggest 
drop since last October, a particularly

At dinner the Thursday night 
before conference, after having dis- 
closed myself as a reporter for the 
Universe, I was bombarded with 
rumors about “conference secrets.” 

One informed diner asked, “Did

article on a campus tree removals, let it be 
known that there are professors beside those in 
the Botany Department who were upset. I have 
felt sorrow a number of times in recent years as 
magnificent old trees on campus have been sac- 
rificed, sometimes needlessly, to construction 
projects. 

The article focused attention on the removal of 
the dawn redwood tree near the northeast corner 
of the Eyring Science Center. That tree could 
have been spared as architects drew plans for he 
ESC remodeling. 

Unfortunately, sparing trees seems to be given 
low priority when construction projects are 
planned and executed. (If the claim that Grounds 
must cut down such “old” trees has any merit, 
“old” must be determined_on the scale of the tree 
involved, not the scale of a person. That dawn 
redwood was still a vigorous, rapidly growing 
tree, “old” only in the sense that a short-lived 
insect might regard a 3-year-old child as being 
“old.”) 

For those who might hope this to have been an 
isolated incident, it was not. Three other recent 
obliterations of trees or tree groups strike me as 
even sadder and especially pointless since all 
were preventable incidents involving impressive, 
mature trees. 

The trees I refer to are the American linden 
tree which was on the south lawn of the Joseph 
Smith Building, surely, until its destruction, one 
of the .nost impressive specimens of a linden in 
the state of Utah; the former largest burr oak on 
campus, which, until about a year ago; stood 
near the southeast entrance to the ESC; and a 
grouping of white spruce planted in 1948: near 
the southeast corner of the ESC. 

If I have been correctly informed, all of these 
trees were to have been protected during con- 
struction projects, but all were severely damaged 
during the projects and all had to be removed. 

My reason for writing this letter, however, is 
not so much to call attention to past problems as 
to urge the prevention of similar incidents in the 
future. In particular, a large, beautiful tulip tree 
stands near:the northeast entrance to. the ESC. It 
is outside the boundaries of the planned con- 
struction, but only barely so, making it vulnera- 
ble to the kind of “accidental” damage that 
claimed the aforementioned trees. Currently it is 
“protected” by a length of yellow plastic ribbon 
tied about some temporary fence posts to keep 
construction workers from driving across its root 
area. 

In order for this tree to have any real chance of 
survival during the ESC remodeling, (1) a sub- 
stantial protective fence needs to be placed around 
the. tree at an adequate distance from the trunk 
and (2) a stiff penalty (many thousands of dol- 
lars) needs to be written into the ESC contract 
for any damage inflicted upon the tree by the 
general contractor or his subcontractors.

Finally, to help atone for the damage already 
done, I would urge that Grounds plant some 
dawn redwoods, burr oaks, white spruce and 
tulip trees together with other unusual speci- 
mens. 

Norway maples and thundercloud plums are 
nice, but let’s provide the future generations with 
some of the plant diversity and magnificent 
specimens that were provided us by our prede- 
cessors.

WASHINGTON — A program to 
improve Americans’ health is making 
progress against killer diseases but is 
faltering in caring for the poor, reduc- 
ing teen pregnancy and persuading 
couch potatoes to start exercising. 

At the halfway point in a decade- 
long campaign called Healthy People 
2000, federal officials said Tuesday 
the project is showing mixed results 
and may require increased efforts to 
achieve goals set in 1990. 

“We have good news but not good 
enough,” said Dr. J. Michael 
McGinnis of the U.S. Public Health 


- Service, which is coordinating the 


national program. 

McGinnis said that deaths from 
heart disease, cancer and stroke are all 
decreasing at a rate that will achieve 
the target values by 2000. But the 
rates of obesity, teen pregnancy, 
homicides and pneumonia and 
influenza deaths are actually worse 
than five years ago. 

Also getting worse, McGinnis said 
at a news conference, are efforts to 
provide disease preventive medical 
care for the poor.

Libertarian Party members say they 
advocate the recognition of inalien- 
able natural rights, which. strictly lim- 
its the government to a role of pro- 
tecting individual rights instead of 
engaging in social plans like affirma- 
tive; action, health care, Social 
Security and welfare. 

The party advocates dismantling 
organizations like the FDA, the IRS, 
the Federal Reserve and the thousands 
of committees that use tax money but 
provide “unjustifiable, harmful and 
unwanted” services. Libertarians 
believe the free market would more 
than fill any gaps left by the govern- 
ment’s absence and do a much better 
job of serving the people in the 
process. 

Individual members of the party 
have differing views on the morality 
of certain “victimless” crimes but 
they all agree that government should 
have no part in legislating them. To 
some, this seems like an odd mixture 
of conservative and liberal views. 

“T thought I was schizophrenic, 
being wildly liberal on some issues 
and staunchly, conservative on others, 


suntil I realized that the Republicans __ 
and Democrats,are much more prod-; 


ucts of polarization than of principle,” 
said Matthew Phillips, a graduate stu- 
dent at the University. of Utah who 
considers himself libertarian but is not 
a member of the Libertarian Party. 
“An individualist like myself could 
never accept either of the big parties’ 
platform as a'whole,” Phillips said. 
Members of the Libertarian Party 
pride themselves on being what they 
say are consistent and philosophy-ori- 
ented in their view of the proper role 


of government. 

They claim people of all back- 
grounds and belief systems join the 
party because they feel they can best 
practice their own beliefs when soci- 
ety is free of unnecessary government 
restrictions, regulations and programs. 

Some LDS Libertarians believe the 
party’s view of deregulating the gov- 
ernment in order to leave individuals 
free to choose the course of their own 
lives is in direct agreement with LDS 
doctrine. 

“Mormons believe you are responsi- 
ble for your actions,” said Doug 
Jones, a former state chairman of the 
Libertarian Party. “If you do right, 
you will be happy and prosperous. If 
you do wrong, you will suffer. Such 
sentiments are the foundation of a 
free market, or capitalism, and 
nobody supports free markets like the 


* Libertarians.” 


Jones said even though he thinks lib- 
ertarianism tends to match well with 
LDS philosophy and history, a culture 
of strict obedience to authority does- 
n’t lend itself easily to political 
change. He said Latter-day Saints 
tend to go with the known quantity, 
but notes past LDS leaders have sup- 
ported political freedom of choice. 

“The Church leaders have tradition- 
ally supported. free choice, competi- 
tion and individual responsibility,” 
Jones said: “Brigham Young said we 
don’t need public schools since pri- 
vate ones are open to all and are bet- 
ter. Joseph Smith deregulated liquor 
in Nauvoo. Ezra Taft Benson railed 
against welfare and bureaucracy and 
even said ‘I am a Libertarian.”

Indian-run lottery 
against odds for 
becoming reality

WASHINGTON — Several states 
trying to protect millions of dollars in 
gambling revenue want to pull the 
plug on a nationwide Indian-run lot- 
tery. They’re pressuring phone com- 
panies not to carry calls to the lot- 
tery’s 800 number. 

The National Indian Lottery, 
announced last month by the Coeur 
d’Alene tribe of Idaho, is designed to 
be played with a telephone call and a 
credit card. The states say the lottery 
is illegal under state and federal law. - 

Leaders of the 1,300-member tribe 
said the game would be offered in the 
36 states, plus the District of 
Columbia, that have lotteries. Tickets 
would be sold by phone or mail for a 
minimum purchase of $5. Orders 
would be confirmed by mailgrams. 
The lottery is set to start this fall. 

The tribe has offered to share some 
of the proceeds with all 50 states and 
with Indian tribes that don’t have 
gambling operations. 

But state officials contend the lot- 
tery would break state laws against 
betting with credit cards and tele- 
phones and violate a federal law 
against interstate transmission of 
gambling information. 

The National Association of 
Attorneys General recently passed a 
resolution declaring the lottery illegal 
and urging the Justice Department 
and National Indian Gaming 
Commission to block its operation. 

“The bottom-line goal is to see that 
the lottery in the present form does 
not go into operation,” said 
Minnesota’s attorney general, Hubert 
H. Humphrey III. 

He said the Indian lottery would be 
impossible to control. “Literally every 
phone would be a lottery machine,” 
Humphrey said.

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Europe needs unity, 
Danish politician says

Uffe Ellemann-Jensen, national 
chairman and vice president of the 
liberal party of Denmark, spoke 
Tuesday of developments in Europe 
following the breakup of the Soviet 
empire and the efforts to widen the 
European Community, a confedera- 
tion of European states working to 
achieve economic ties and maintain 
freedoms and peace. 

The speech was sponsored by the 
David M. Kennedy Center for 
International Studies. 

“When economies are closely inte- 
grated, war is impossible,” Ellemann- 
Jensen said. “This is our aim, though 
the European Union is still far from 
living up to its goals.” 

Many challenges exist in the sudden 
addition of Eastern European coun- 
tries wanting to be a part of the coali- 
tion of Western Europe, Ellemann- 
Jensen said. 

“There are 15 members of the 
European Union,” Ellemann-Jensen 
said, “but more countries knock on 
our door.” 

Ellemann-Jensen said Eastern 


European countries want economic 
help and political support from 
Western Europe. Western Europe and 
the rest of the world celebrated when 
the Berlin wall fell and Eastern 
European countries became democra- 
tized. Now, Eastern Europe has been 
forgotten, and it feels left alone. 

It is crucial Western Europe gives 
aid to Eastern European countries, 
Ellemann-Jensen said. 

“The verdict of history would be 
cruel and razor sharp if we didn’t 
respond,” Ellemann-Jensen said. “We 
have to give them (the Eastern 
Europeans) access to our markets and 
full participation to our corporations.” 

Ellemann-Jensen also stressed that 
time was running out. Many Eastern 
Europeans have re-elected totalitarian 
leaders because they were unable to 
see results from a democracy. 

As democratic presidents lose elec- 
tions in countries such as Poland, 
Ellemann-Jensen said, a return to a 
cold war state becomes more likely. 
When the Eastern Europeans see only 
unemployment and poverty in their 
new democracy, they opt for the old 
way of life — communism.

planned to develop a way to expand 
the European Union to include 
Eastern European countries and 
enlarge its membership to 25 or 30 
states, Ellemann-Jensen said. 

“Costs will be big, but the costs will 
be bigger if we have to care for immi- 
grants, refugees and threats from 
totalitarian governments,” Ellemann- 
Jensen said.

Concrete canoe wins 2nd in regional contest

Keeping with nearly 15 years of tra- 
dition, BYU’s student chapter of the 
American Society of Civil Engineers 
placed second overall in the 1995 
ASCE Rocky Mountain Regional 
Conference’s canoe and bridge-build- 
ing competitions in Denver, Colo. 

Glen Peterson, a BYU civil engi- 
neering graduate student, said the stu- 
dents were happy with their showing 
at the conference, but not satisfied. ° 

“The last time we won the competi- 
tion was in 1989 and it’s become a 
burden upon us,” he said. “Winning 
the canoe competition is truly the 
bragging rights.” 

Tom Weaver, second vice president 
of BYU’s student chapter of the 
ASCE agreed. 

“T think we did well,” he said. “I’m 


pleased with how we did.” 

Peterson said he estimates they 
spent nearly 1,050 hours working on 
the canoe named “Endeavor” with a 
budget of $650. Buehner Corporation, 
based in Salt Lake City, donated the 
concrete and: the use. of-some.of their 
equipment. 

“Everybody seems to ask, ‘you can 
make a concrete canoe float?’” 
Peterson said. “If we can make a 90- 
ton aircraft carrier float, we can easily 
make a 165-pound, concrete canoe 
float.” 

Peterson said the canoe was built of 
glass-fiber and reinforced concrete. It 
was “one of the lightest” canoes ever 
built at BYU. 

The canoe competition included a 
design paper, an oral presentation, the 
aesthetics and the results of canoe 
races. Sixty percent of the final score 
came from the paper and the oral pre- 


sentation, and the other 40 percent 
came from the canoe races. 

“Tt’s not only how fast you race but 
also how well you present yourself,” 
Peterson said. 

The canoe that won the overall con- 
test-weighed only 90.pounds.and was 
the project of South Dakota School of 
Mines and Technology. ; 

Apparently, South Dakota School of 
Mines and Technology has instituted 
a class which devotes an entire year to 
the canoe project. 

Peterson and Weaver said they 
believe the South Dakota school won 
the competition because it spent a lot 
of time on the project. South Dakota 
has won the competition for the last 
few years. 

Peterson added that BYU’s ASCE 
student chapter did construct a steel 
bridge over a stream faster than any 
other school during the competition.

Dreamkeepers takes place on a con- 
temporary Ute reservation, and por- 
trays a young Ute woman’s struggle 
to reconcile her heritage with life in 
modern American society, according 
to Frisbie-Goins. 

To save the Anglo man she loves, 
she must confront an enemy who per- 
sonifies her own self-doubt and the 
institutions which have oppressed the 
American-Indian people. The tradi- 
tional wisdom of her grandmother 
helps her overcome these challenges, 
and realize a new vision of a harmo- 
nious and richly diverse society, 
Frisbie-Goins said. 

Carlson, a resident of San Francisco, 
has gained a national presence on the 
contemporary music scene. 

His compositions have been charac- 
terized as “tonal, colorful and individ- 
ual,” according to Frisbie-Goins. 

In February, Carlson received an 
Academy Award in Music bestowed 
by the American Academy of Arts and 
Letters. 

This award recognizes and honors 
lifetime achievement and acknowl- 
edges the composer who has arrived 
at his or her own voice, Frisbie-Goins 
said. 

Carlson’s most recent commissions

Top distance runner 
in WAC has traveled a 
long road from Ecuador

Janeth Caizalitin’s talent has taken 
her all over the world to run, but last 
year she took a detour from furthering 
her career, to gain an education. 

When Caizalitin transferred from a 
college in Ecuador to BYU, she knew 
only a few words of English and was 
unaccustomed to North American cul- 
ture. 

Her decision to come to Provo was 
sparked by an invitation by Patrick 
Shane, the women’s assistant track 
coach. 

Shane first saw Caizalitin run in 
France at the Junior Cross Country 
Championships in 1990. 

“It was the first time I had seen 
Ecuador competing in the Junior 
Championships,” Shane said. 

“T was really surprised to see its run- 
ners out in front from the beginning 
ahead of the best Americans. I didn’t 
think that would last, but Ecuador’s 
runners kept up their pace and fin- 
ished even further ahead of the 
Americans than they were at the start. 
After that performance, I went and 
talked to Ecuador’s coach.” 

It was the Ecuador team coach that 
recommended Janeth to Shane as “the 
one” he would like to see get an edu- 
cation. 

Shane told Caizalitin that if she 
would learn English and do well in 
school, she may be able to come to 
BYU. 

Caizalitin worked hard to meet 
BYU’s requirements, spending one 
year at a college in Ecuador before 
she transferred to BYU in 1993. 

Shane said Caizalitin made a big 
sacrifice in coming to BYU. She left 
Ecuador, her personal coach, and a 
program where her full focus was on 
running to gain an education. 

“That kind of program will help you 
run faster, but at some point down the 
road, you’re not going to be compet- 
ing anymore, and you better have an 
education. Janeth is well focused on 
what she wants to do. She under- 
stands that education is important for

her, and she has put education above 
her athletic career for now,” Shane 
said. 

Even though Caizalitin spends most 
of her time studying, she has had a 
very successful career here at BYU. 

“Janeth is a real talented girl”’ Shane 
said. “She is very strong. She proba- 
bly has greater strength and 


endurance than any other 800-meter 
runner I’ve ever seen her age. She is a 
very gifted distance runner.” 
Caizalitin has been the top cross 
country runner in the WAC the past 
two years. In 1993 and in 1994, she 
placed first in the NCAA District 7, 
and she placed first at the WAC com- 
bined championships to win the All- 


WAC award each season. Caizafitif 
has also been named the WAC and 
District Runner of the Year for both 
the 1993 and the 1994 seasons. j-* -% 

Her outdoor career has also- been 
successful. In 1994, she finished first 
in the 1500 (4:24.05) and second in 
the 800 (2:08.3) for the All-WAC out- 
doors award. Caizalitin then went on 
to place fifth at the NCAA outdoor 
championships in the 1500 (4:20.84) 
to earn All-American honors. . , 

In the 1995 indoor season, Caizalitin 
was named All-WAC indoors for fin- 
ishing first-in the mile run (5:06.14), 
for running a leg on BYU’s first-place 
distance medley team (12:37.7); and. © 
for finishing second in the 800 
(2:12.62) at the WAC pe fenudiausit:

Caizalitin is enjoying. her time;here 
at BYU, but she says she is happier. 

She credits that 
happiness to her baptism into:The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Laan 
Saints two weeks ago. } 

“T am very, very happy. I am very, 
interested in the Plan of Salvation. 
Now I understand my life,” Caizalitin 
said. 

Caizalitin was brought up ina 


_ Catholic family. She says that joining 


the Church is a very big change'for 
her, but that it has brought a new “per. 
spective to her life. 

“I feel very good inside ‘about 
myself, and I have new ideas for my’ 
sport,” she said. “I want to run-well 
for BYU, and graduate in travel and 
tourism. Next season I hope to'run for 
my country in the South ee Ne 
Championships.” ‘ 

Caizalitin has a bright future, ahead 
of her. The NCAA allows athletes to: 
take a one-year leave of absence to 
train for the Olympics. Caizalitin has 
not yet decided if she wants to run in 
the 1996 Olympic Games for Ecuador, 
but Shane says he will support her i in 
whatever she decides to do.

His pass catching notwithstanding, 
Willis said it is more likely he will 
land with a team that runs a pro-style 
offense. 

“What will determine where I go is 
what the team wants out of their run- 
ning back. Because of my ability to 
catch the ball and run, I'll probably 
go to a team that runs a pro-style 
offense like Miami or San Francisco.

In what could turn out to be a pre- 
view of a first-round playoff matchup 
between the Jazz and the Lakers, Utah 
rode Karl Malone’s 30 points and 14 
rebounds to a 100-93 victory over Los 
Angeles Tuesday night at the Delta 
Center. 

“This was a big win,” said Utah 
coach Jerry Sloan. “We came out 
sharp defensively, and I think that was 
the key to us jumping out to such a 
big lead. When we play good defense, 
we usually win. When we don’t we 
struggle.” 

Malone, who scored 21 points in the 
first half, helped Utah take a seeming- 
ly comfortable 59-46 lead into half- 
time. 

“Karl had fire in his eyes tonight,” 
said Blue Edwards, who scored six 
crucial fourth-quarter points. “When 
he’s hitting like that, we are a very 
good basketball team.” 

After a John Stockton three-pointer 
gave Utah its biggest lead of the 
night, 64-50, it appeared the Jazz 
were headed to an easy win. But the 
younger Lakers fought back and went 
on a 21-10 run of their own at the end 
of the third quarter to trail by only 
three, 74-71. 

“We got really lackadaisical their in 
the third quarter,” Jeff Hornacek said. 
“We kind of had a letdown and it 
almost cost us. The Lakers are a good, 
young team and you cannot afford to 
mess around with them.” 

A key moment in the game that 
seemed to spark the Lakers came 
when Nick Van Exel was ejected with 
the Lakers trailing 66-53. Los 
Angeles ended the quarter with an 18- 
8 spurt.

The win was big for Utah after hav- 
ing lost three out of its last four 
games, including a humbling 113-90 
loss at the hands of the Lakers Friday 
in Los Angeles.

Utah ranks 9th in toxin release; 
health problems not a concern |

Although Utah is ranked ninth for 
the most toxic chemicals released in 
the nation, these chemicals do not 
~ typically cause negative health effects 
in individuals, toxicologists say. 

Last month, the Environmental 
Protection Agency, in its, Toxic 
Release Inventory (TRI), reported on 
the release of toxic chemicals in 1993 
by companies throughout the nation. 

In. Utah, the top five chemicals 
released were chlorine, hydrochloric 
acid;.zinc and copper compounds and 
1,1,1-trichlorethane, according to the 
report. 

All- Of these chemicals can be toxic 
. when*.an individual is directly 
exposed to them, but that is not likely 
to-oceur, said Scott Everett, a toxicol- 
ogist-.at the Department of 
Environmental Quality in Salt Lake 
City. ; 

Chlorine and hydrochloric acid are 
the most harmful of the chemicals, he 
said, 

“Chlorine can be acutely toxic in 
high dosages,” Everett said. 

However, because it is used in 
swimming pools and in purifying 
water, it is not harmful, he said. 

“People are exposed to (chlorine) 
___tegularly with no effects,” he said. 

Hydrochloric acid, which forms 
when chlorine and water mix, can be 
corrosive, he said. 

‘Hazardous exposure to these chemi- 


cals, however, only occurs when 
someone comes into direct contact 
with them, Everett said. 

People who work with the chemicals 
are aware of preventive measures and 
wear the appropriate clothing and 
other equipment to protect them- 
selves, he said. 

“Basically, if you’re not exposed to 
these chemicals, they are not haz- 
ardous,” Everett said. 

The Magnesium Corporation in 
Tooele County, which was sighted as 
the No. 3 releaser of chlorine in the 
nation, is located west of the Great 
Salt Lake where very few people live, 
he said. 

The corporation has also made’ sev- 
eral repairs in equipment since 1993 
and is not likely to be ranked su high 
in future studies, he said. 

Jay Stone of the environmental 
health department at the Utah County 
Health Department said the effects of 
chlorine change as the chemical 
moves through a smoke stack and 
combines with other particles before 
being released into the air. 

It isn’t nearly as harmful then as it is 
in its purest form, Stone said. 

“After being released, chlorine isn’t 
viable for very long,” Everett said 

In-pure form, however, it can cause 
burns to the skin and eyes and is 
deadly if inhaled, Stone said. 

The TRI is not a list of how haz- 
ardous chemicals are, but of what 
chemicals are being released into the 
air, Everett said. 


IRS extends deadline to April 17

The Internal Revenue Service and 
the Utah State Tax Commission will 
offer additional help to people filing 
their returns late this tax season. 

Usually half of the taxpayers wait 
until the last two weeks to pay their 
taxes, said Jan Hadley, public affairs 
officer for the IRS. Half of those peo- 
ple wait until the last day. 

“Nationally, 56 million tax returns 
have been received and 45 million of 
those returns have been processed by 
the IRS,” said Jan Hadley, public 
affairs officer for the Internal Revenue 
service. 

To this point, 194,000 Utahns have 
paid this year’s taxes, Hadley said. 

“So far people seem to be following 
tax paying tradition,” she said. 

The tax return deadline usually falls 
on April 15, but because the 15th falls 
on a Saturday this year, people will 
have until April 17, said Hadley. 

The IRS and the state are concerned 
with helping people file their taxes on 
time. 

They have set up several assistance 
alternatives for people until April 17 
at midnight. 

To alleviate some of the pressure 
and stress involved with tax-time, the 
Provo Post Office will offer extended 
window hours at the East Bay office 
on April 17, said Richard L. 
Woolums, Provo postmaster. 

According to Woolums, the post 
office will remain open until midnight 
and all mail deposited by that time 
will receive the April 17 cancellation 
date. 

In addition, the IRS and the State 
Tax Commission will have represen- 
tatives available in the lobby of the 
post office to answer questions and to 
provide tax forms and addressed 
envelopes, Woolums said. 

Other free services offered by the 
Utah Tax Commission and the IRS 
are toll free telephone information 
lines, volunteer tax help, free elec- 
tronic filing and extended hours for 
walk-in services. 

At this time of year taxpayers feel 
rushed while filling out their tax form 
and tend to make more mistakes than 
usual, Hadley said. 

This year has been unique because 
they are taking time to check every
